PREFACE. 


THE  favourable  reception  which  the 
first  volume  of  this  work  hath  met 
with  from  the  public,  encourages 
me  now  to  offer  the  second  ;  three  or  four 
months  more  will  complete  the  third  and 
fourth,  which  are  in  the  prefs,  and  going  on 
with  all  the  expedition  that  a  work  of  this 
nature  will  allow. 

The  difputes  that  have  arifen  among  Bota- 
nifls,  by  fome  extending  too  minutely  the  varie¬ 
ty  of  Plants,  and  by  others  retrenching  them 
too  much,  have  induced  me  to  endeavour  to 
fleer  a  middle  courfe:  and  as  every  one  con- 
verfant  in  this  ufeful  and  delightful  fludy, 
knows  the  great  difficulty  of  arranging  the 
species  and  varieties,  particularly  of  the  her¬ 
baceous  Plants,  and  of  properly  fixing  which 
are  species,  or  which  are  varieties  :  I  have  en¬ 
deavoured  to  divide  them  in  fuch  manner  as 
to  make  my  CATALOGUE  ufeful  to  both

by  diflinguiflimg  the  cultivated  varieties 
in  italics,  as  varieties  branching  out  from 
each  trivial  name  of  Linnteus,  and  which  may 
be  paifed  over  unnoticed  by  the  merely  fpecu- 
lative  Botanift,  who  is  not  the  Florid: ;  whilft 
the  others  will  be  regarded  by  thofe  who  want 
to  adorn  their  Plantations  afid  Gardens  with 
the  more  elegant  and  beautiful  varieties* 

It  is  alfo  neceffary  to  remark  how  much 
difference  there  is  in  various  writers,  con- 
cerning  the  colours  of  flowers4,  particularly 
purple  ones ,  which  incline  either  to  red  or 
blue\  as  in  fuch  a  cafe,  fome  will  ftyle  it  red 
or  crimfon ,  while  others  will  call  it  purple  or 
blue :  but  where  I  have  not  feen  the  flowers 
niyfelf,  I  have  followed  the  moft  refpeftable 
authors  \  and  the  colour  of  each  flower  meant 
to  be  defcribed,  is,  when  it  is  fully  opened, 
and  in  its  utmoft  perfection*

As  no  one  Author  has  given  a  regular  Catalogue  of  all  the 
Varieties,  they  cannot  be  done  in  fo  accurate  a  manner  as  I 
could  wilh,  for  want  of  feeing  them  altogether,  and  at 
prefent  there  are  but  few  of  them  in  the  Englilh  Gardens  j 
I  have  therefore  attempted  to  arrange  them  in  three  different 
divifions,  according  to  their  Time  of  Flowering  5  for  four¬ 
teen  forts  have  no  defcription  of  the  Colours  of  the  Flowers, 
and  eleven  are  deficient  in  the  defcription  of  the  Leaves.
